Last year in this state 558 brush and forest fires burned 
over 4,648 acres of land, of which 2,788 acres were valuable 
timber and young growth. With available manpower the 
lowest of any year since the war started, you can help to 
keep this loss down by preventing these fires from starting. 

Keep in mind these simple rules: 

1. Always get a permit from your forest fire warden 
before starting any fires in the open. Burning under cer- 
tain conditions is permitted. 

2. Never burn unless you have enough help to control 
your fire—a permit does not excuse you of negligence in 
case it gets away. 

3. Always report any uncontrolled fire promptly to your 
forest fire warden. Minutes lost are acres lost. 

4. Be especially careful with cigarettes, matches and 
pipes. Smokers caused most of our fires. 

5. Never leave a fire unless it is dead out. You can’t 
feel safe while there is a spark left.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Rindge: 


I submit at this time my twenty-seventh annual report. 
This. is the fortieth in the series under union supervision. 

With this report is-included the annual statistical table, 
the roll of perfect attendance and the list of eighth grade 
graduates of 1944. | 

The enrollment for the school year 1943-44 was 60 with 
an average membership of 55.05. For the first twelve 
weeks of the present school year the total enrollment was 
63 with an average membership of 60.91. 

There was only one teacher change from last year. Mrs. 
Evelyn H. Ruffle who taught the upper grades at Rindge 
Center asked to be released in order to accept the position 
as Librarian at the Clay Library, East Jaffrey. 

In filling this vacancy we were fortunate in being able ~ 
to secure Mrs. Martha Hale, a former teacher of this school, 
Ne ie had a long and successful experience in school 
work. 

Mrs. Stebbins has continued her services as Supervisor 
of Music and Mrs. Helen Towne has continued as School 
Nurse. 

The State Teachers’ Association, after omitting sessions 
in 1942 and 1943 resumed their two-day convention with a 
meeting in Manchester on October 19th and 20th. Our 
schools closed both days for this convention. 

At the meeting of the Educational Council held in con- 
nection with the Association, Headmaster Elliott W. Keach 
of Peterborough represented the Cheshire County Teach- 
ers’ Association, and the superintendent represented the 
supervisory union at the meeting of the Assembly of Dele- 
gates which outlines the policies of the State Association. 

The teacher shortage which has been with us for the past 
three years, will probably not be relieved until the close 
of the war. As was.the case last year and this year 
Rindge has been fortunate in securing the services of teach- 
ers of excellent training and.long experience who have been 
willing to serve during these days of stress and anxiety. 

I desire to thank the School Board, Teachers, Pupils and 
all who have given their loyal support to our schools during 
the past year.
